problem. As more and more 
sheep are kept in the country, 
and as they remain on the same 
pastures for years, internal 
parasites and worms will be¬ 
come metre of a menace. Al¬ 
ready the vigour and thriftiness 
of .many farm flocks s being 
reduced by internal worms. 

Many farmers have noted that 
their flocks were most thrifty TRAIN 
the first year, and that the 
thriftiiness decreased, and the 
losses increased as years went 
by. Undoubtedly tile increase n 
the parasites and disease is an 
important factor causing this 
change. 

Losses due to para- ites can 
Ik largely controlled by .proper 
management, and I»treatment 
Proper management to control 
disease f ts into go* :l mnmigem 
ent from arty othc- standpoint. 

Yards and sheds should be airy 
dry- and light. Damp dark areas 
where parasites and disease ex 
ist should not be tolerated. A 
system of pasture rotation will 
i mprove the grass cover as 
well as assure th. 2 sheep of 
coming in to clean ground 
whei a they will not benma re 
contaminat ed each spring. Some 
worms o r worm eggs will " inter 
over on pasture. 

Treatment of sheep for inter 
nal parasites has bee me a simp 
ler matter than t used to be. Also 
Drenching each sheep was a 
difficult thing, and many drew 
tlis drench into the lungs, re¬ 
sulting in losses. Although the 
copper sulphate nicotine sulfate 
drench ,- s very effective, the 
newer method of using phenoth 
iazine tablets is becoming much 
more ijugular.

Production Oblectlves— 

Or Exportation*? 

For two years, Dominion and Pro¬ 
vincial Government officials have 
announced definite production objec¬ 
tives in plenty of time for farmers to 
plan their own programmes. The 
1044 objectives, made public over a 
month ago, have had time to ‘soak 
in.’ Will they he met? \ 

In looking over the published 
figures, I, for one, find it difficult to 
distinguish between hopes and 
expectations. The Dominion-Pro¬ 
vincial Conference favoured no 
increase in wheat acreage; but in 
view of the relation between the 
price of wheat and other farm pro¬ 
duce, and the discontinuance of 
wheat acreage reduction payments, 
,i considerable increase is probable. 

The figures published for oil seed 
crops are puzzling' when considered 
in the light of Mr. Gardiner’s 
statement, as quoted in the “Farm 
News Press Clip Sheet, No. 424," 
which reads in part, “Of special 
products, such as oil producing 
plants (crops) ... it is hoped that 
-ome improvement in quantity will 
he accomplished.” But the 1044 
“objective" for oil seed crops is 
given, on the same page, as 2,005,700 
acres—only 66% of the 1943 acre¬ 
age! For what it is worth, we offer 
the opinion that the objective will 
win and the Minister's hope will 
lose, unless the price for flaxseed is 
fixed at a very attractive level. 4“ 
•The farmer will be governed very 
largely by what will pay and by 
what the United Nations need. Ho 
has, to some extent, sacrificed the 
former for the latter; but can only 
go so far. We mustn’t expect to 
t flax without paying what it costs.
